Ills work- 
men have laid bare several huts with 
hearthstones still Intact which* were 
undoubtedly occupied hy Shepherds be- 
fore the legendary foundation of Rome 
In 763 U.C. 

Rut before he came to these, how- 
ever, several houses which from their 
Inscriptions showed them to belong to 
the time of Hull and the Gracchi came 
to light. I'niler the House of trivia a 
subterranean apartment was also dis- 
covered full of the debris of centuries, 
Including numerous objects and uten- 
sils of the fifth and sixth centuries left 
behind by the barbarians w it > .turned 
Rome. 

The site of these discoveries, the 
Domus Flavla, was the palace of the 
Knyperor Oomltla. begun by his father. 
Vespasian, abimt A. U. 69. The House 
of LI ViJ derives Its name from the wife 
Of the Emperor Tiberius, who died In 
A. I). 2». Hulls will be r.-en.ied as ih 
rival of Marlus, while the Grncc-.hi were 
those, brothers, Tiberius and Calus, 
sons of the famous Cornelia, who, ac- 
cording to the legend, when asked to 
show her Jewels, presented her sons.

In the list of all the collettes abova 
mentioned Columbia his the third 
largest number of men available for 
Varsity teams, but permits not rnly 
Freahmen to play on team«, but also 
any graduate students who at the timo 
are attending the university. If Col- 
umbia should adept the ruling which 
bars first year men and all those hold- 
ing a degree from Varsity teams, their 
number of available men would be re- 
do, ed to 1,287.

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THE QUEEN'S GAME

Brown Tie was a middle 
westerner given to energetic enthus- 
iasm in all she did, and fond of re- 
porting her progress. 

Now, having listened to their con- 
versation, you probably would like to 
l(i. ow when and why these diverse peo- 
ple were gathered together. I ant 
pleased to Inform you that this very 
intellectual exchange o f Ideas took 
place one day last July between stu- 
dents of Biology at Woods Hole, Mass. 

Woods Hole Is found at the extreme 
end of Cape Cod; Hire hours or so 
by rail from Boston. It is an ideal- 
ly beautiful place; a narrow point ot 
In ml with Vineyard Sound on the one 
hand and Buzzard's Hay on the oth- 
er. Back il little from the sen are 
woods of pine and spruce and hem- 
lock; and bacH again are the golf 
links, from the highest bill of which 
you can see the water on either side, 
and, If you are there sufficiently carb- 
on the riuht day, you may see the 
sun rise and the moon set a world 
apart. 

The reason of the students being 
at Wood's Hole was the Murine Bio- 
logical Laboratory, founded last cen- 
tury by Louis Agns.dz, and consider- 



ed by many as second only to Urn 
Naples Laboratory in its situation and 
the scope of its work. Last year there 
were there about two hundred pro- 
fessors, teachers and students, from 
all parts of the States, from Canada, 
from England, and ûvon from Qorr 
many, studying, thinking, and talking 
and incidentally having a good holi- 
day. 

Lectures in the rogul 11" courses be- 
gin at $.30, and work goes on In the 
laboratories till noon, when most of 
the world goes swimming. There is a 
splendid well-protested beach on the 
Hay shore, and the water la so com- 
fortably warm that iho bathing hour 
is one of particular enjoyment. After 
dinner work noes on again until thu 
day's task is done, or one feels com- 
polled to have done and loparts. Us- 
ually by -1.30 the class rooms nro de- 
serted and the students are swim- 
ming, sailing; playing tennis, or roam- 
hiK through the woods eating wild 
berries. About once a week the duss- 
es go on collecting trips and gather 
for themselves their material for 
study. 

Each Tuesday and Friday evenings 
there Is a lecture ot general interest 
to which everyone noes as a matter 
of course. The other evenings nre 
devoted to moonlight rambles, rare 
dances, or sailing parties, or may bo 
spent qttiotly (?) at the house, sing- 
ing the songs of every college repre- 
sented, to the soft accompaniment of 
combs, 

A few of the professors who spend 
the summer regularly at Wood's 
Hole have their own cottages; but 
students and most of the professors 
live in houses about the town and 
take their meals Ht the "Mess." This 
is a largo one-storey wooden build- 
ing, where two hundred and forty can 
sit down nl once. The waiters arc 
students, and sometimes you find your 
lab. partner serving you to soup ; 
then, if you do wrong, you are com- 
pletely at his mercy, for he may re- 
fuse to give you butler because you 
messed the morning's experiment. On 
the whole, though, the service is good, 
and one is usually so hungry that the 
meal disappears rapidly, though It be 
only mutton when one longs for 
lobster. 

Nowhere. I think, can one find a 
belter mingling of hard work and 
healthy play than at Wood's Hole, and 
the six weeks spent there at school 
are a true recreation both for mind 
and body. There, loo, friendships nre 
funned, some "too romantic to last," 
alas; but others bringing much bles- 
sing. Perhaps 1 shall write of them 
some day when the spirit moves.

Born with a golden spoon in her 
mouth, British Columbia was fed 
through infancy on the precious metal, 
and gold lias formed a large though 
lessening proportion of her diet ever 
since. 

No one seems lo have thought of 
British Columbia as a gold "proposi- 
tion" until after the discovery of the 
California Kohl fields and the subse- 
quent "rush" of IS49. Then people be- 
gan to ask themselves whether the 
coastal countries further north might 
not be as rich in undiscovered gold as 
California Itself. Many therefore be- 
gan to seek It. and some found It even 
without seeking. There is a record, 
for instance, of one .1. W. McKay, who 
found particles of gold when looking 
for farm land between Victoria and 
Nana! mo on Vancouver Island. A like 
discovery wus made In the Cascade 
llangc, on the mainland, by military 
road surveyors, who "panned out" 
gold at the rate of about $2 a day. 
These early discoveries, however, were 
insignificant. It was not till 1 S 5X that 
the country finally revealed Itself as u 
land of gold. 

The Push of '.">«. 

In the Thompson River, the main 
tributary of the Eraser, "an Indian," 
Governor Douglas writes, "was taking 
a drlsk out of the river; having no 
vessel, he was quaffing from the 
stream, when he perceived a shilling 
pebble, which he picked up, and it 
proved to be gold. The whole tribe 
forthwith began to collect the glltter- 
I Ing metal, the report spread fast and 
grew In spreading." Then began 
what an American historian describes 
as "the third great devil-dance of the 
nations within the decade," the other 
two being the gold fever epidemics of 
California and Australia. From all 
parts of the world fortune-hunters 
came pouring in. The Cullfornlans 
had the start of all the rest, and form- 
ed a very large proportion of the 33,- 
nuO men who entered llrltlsh territory 
that first summer. As many as 3,1100 
landed at Fort Victoria In a single day. 
There they camped till they could get 
boats to take them over to the main- 
land and up into the mouth of the 
Fraser. Many lost their lives In the 
crossing, many more in ascending the 
river, more again In the wold upper 
gorges which they finally reached. 
About K.noo came up by land from 
California, taking thro or four weeks 
to cover the distance on horseback, 
but they fared little better. The 
25,000 who landed at Victoria brought 
with them considerable wealth in the 
shape of gold dust from their Call- 
fornian workings. About $100,000 was 
brought down that some year by such 
of the newcomers us had not only got 
up the river but down ugaln without 
utter disappointment. 

The experience of all, however, had 
been terrible. The water was high in 
the river, and the gnld-bearlng sand- 
banks were covered with a swirling 
torrent. I'resMlng on and on. along 
precipitous slopes, safe only for a 
mountain goat, the more foolhardy 
adventurers made their way up Into 
the canon of the Thompson River. 
The farther they went the more des- 
perate became their plight. There 
were no roads; navigation was impos- 
sible: the game wus scared away. 
Provisions could only he freighted In, 
nt enormouH cost, on the backs of 
stroiiK and daring men. Gold beyond 
the dreams of avarice could not cure 
starvation, and the hungry horde, whe- 
ther they had found gold or not, of- 
ten had to compete with the bears 
for a diet of berries. Nine-tenths of 
the men who came In that summer 
hurried out ngnln before the year wnn 
past. Enough gold, however, had 
been found to whet the appetite for 
more. The human tide set In again in 
itSil, and the yield of that year wus 
something like £300,000. 

The Eldorado of the Cariboo. 

A new Eldorado was discovered In 
1800 by three men vbo pressed on 



from the too popular river bed into a 
still untrodden wilderness. In that 
Cariboo district they "got rich quick"; 
hut it is characteristic of the get- 
riçh-qulck process that one of them 
died a pauper, and another starved to 
death In the woods while seeking 
fresh kingdoms of gold to conquer. 
Mules were now employed to brine, 
in provisions, yet the cost of a barrel 
of flour up in the Car iho was still 
about U4 10s. in the. winter of 1861, 
In a single day four men found gold 
world £370; at one place an old river 
bed yielded gold at the rate of £200 
a square foot The result was — fam- 
ine: for the news of this tremendous 
luck brought In such a flood-tide of 
gold hunters that the food-freighters 
found if impossible lo keep pace with 
their needs. As much ns £f»,000,000 
wort li of gold was recovered from that 
district, during the first seven years. 
Then Mie supply began to fall, and at 
the end of another seven or eight 
years, with the exception of a few In- 
defatigable Chinese, the Eldorado of 
Carlbo was abandoned lo the bear, the 
leopard and the wolf. 

The Crown Colony. 

The gold craze had blazed up and 
died away like a meteoric flash, but 
not without leaving a most important 
and permanent effect on the countrv. 
Many of those who had hurried in, 
with the intention of hurrying out 
again as soon as they were rich, found 
the country too good to leave, Oth- 
ers remained behind because they 
were too poor lo get away. The pop- 
ulation was no longer a mere handful. 
Al the very beginning of the rush the 
Imperial Government realized that It 
must take the responsibility of keep- 
ing order and establishing u civilized 
government in the Invaded wilderness. 
Thcwludc territory from the crest of 
the Rockies to the sea was proclaimed 
a Crown Colony, with llrltlsh Colum- 
bia as its name, and New Westmin- 
stre, near the mouth of the Fraser, us 
Its capital. In IHtifi the two were 
united, under the name given In I860 
to the mainland; the Island-capital, 
Victoria, becoming the capital of the 
whole Province. It was only 1n 1871, 
'however, as an essential preliminary 
to federation with the self-governing 
Provinces forming the young Domin- 
ion of Canada, that the rights of self- 
government were conferred upon Brit- 
ish Columbia.
